Highest Office 
Merits Courtesy

I heard a story once which I have never forgotten. It 
happened during World W ar II in a southern Army 
cam p It was payday and the G. I.’s w ere lined up to 
collect their pay. 
As w as custom ary when a m an approached the pay 
desk, he would salute the pay m aster, who w as usually 
an officer, and collect his wages. 
The line suddenly halted and the reason tor it was 
that a GI had reached the table and found a black of­ 
ficer who he refused to salute. The offier rose, 
rem oved his c o a t, placed it on the back of the chair and 
explained to the young GI that the salute was not in­ 
tended for him, but for the uniform, just as it is for the 


flag. 
When the reluctant GI finally saluted the uniformed 
chair, the line moved on. 
My point is that the things we honor in this country do 
not necessarily point to the hum an aspect, but ra th e r to 
the things that m ake this a free co u n try -th e ideals and 
the courage and the sacrifices that a re com m itted in 
the nam e of America. 
Until further notice, our president IS the president of 
the United States, and while we m ay not feel that he has 
handled his office with the proper dignity it deserves, 
we m ust not let personal feelings tor Mr Nixon or any 
other president tarnish that respect. 
I have noticed in recent press conferences that a lot of 
Washington reporters have been belligerent, even 
vicious in their questioning of the president. 
During his interview in Houston Tuesday night, he 
w as questioned with the utm ost courtesy by radio and 
television newsmen. Then suddenly there w ere two 
viciously hurled questions from two Washington based 
network correspondents. 
I appreciated two re m a rk s m ade by the president at 
that point when he said that new sm an did have the right 
to question the president, but that he also had a right to 
defend himself. And the other point he m ade w as that 
he felt the news people should be given the sam e 
respect as they give. 
What has happened to courteous A m erica'’ lf we 
treated our ad v ersaries the way we treat each other 
how far would our diplom atic actions pro gress0 
Internally, we are eating aw ay at ourselves. C om ­ 
mon courtesy between custom ers and salespersons is a 
thing of the p ast-co m m o n courtesy and respect to 
those in high office is considered passe. 
My hat is off to those audio news persons who in the 
Houston interview asked their questions with respect 
and courtesy, and received the sam e kind of answ ers, 
tor because of the atm osphere, the president opened up 
and said a g reat deal in a fast-moving hour of political 
insight.

Congressman Jim Collins 
met with Federal Energy 
Chief Simon on Capitol Hill 
recently for a briefing on the 
energy outlook in the coming 
m onths,

predicted that the U. 
S. 
would be facing a 14 percent 
short fall 
in 
petroleum 
supplies by next fall. 
Expressing concern about 
the 
availability 
of 
gas 
allocations this su m m er. 


Congressman Collins asked 
if vacationing would be 
affected. 
“ If the American people 
continue to conserve gas,” 
Simon said, “ keep within the 
speed limits, and plan their 
vacations in advance, there 
should be no problems.” 
Collins then asked. “What 
about controls on domestic 
oil?” Simon replied that the 
Federal 
E energy 
Office 


(FEO) is concentrating its 
efforts 
on 
“ P roject 
In dependence,” in other 
words, the ability 
for self- 
sufficiency. 
This 
m eans 
allowing more exploration 
an d 
e x p e r im e n t a ti o n , 
especially along the outer 
Continental Shelf. 
Collins and Simon both 
agreed that 
legislation

LeBaube, taxpayers must be 
em ployed, m ust provide 
more than half the cost ol 
maintaining a household for

LeBaube pointed out that 
this deduction may include 
household expenses paid for 
the usual services of a 
housekeeper, maid, or cook.

Soybean Beverage 
Sounds Too Good

NEW YORK (U P I) — It 
sounds too good to be true — 
a high protein, low cost, 
tasteless, odorless soybean 
beverage base with no ar­ 
tificial ingredients. 
It 
can 
be 
used 
for 
everything from soft drinks 
to 
a 
wide 
range 
of 
cholo s te ro l-free 
d airy 
product substitutes. 
And it is 3.6 per cent 
protein, compared with 3.5 
per cent protein in milk, the 
basic product for which it 
can be substituted. 
Its 
inventors; 
three 
university professors 
who 
were seeking a high-protein 
non dairy food to help rru'et 
the 
growing 
protein 
deficiency in the world, 
especially 
in 
emerging 
nations of Africa, Asia and 
South America. They chose 
soybeans for testing because 
the University of Illinois' 
Champaign-Urbana campus 
is in the soybean belt and 
soybeans 
are 
the 
U.S. 
largest cash crop. 


No Waste Disposal 
Professors A I. Nelson, 
M U. Steinberg and U.S. Wei 
developed a milk-like blend 
of soybeans and water that 
uses the hulls as well as the 
beans, so there’s no waste 
disposal problem 


Unlike earlier products of 


this 
type, 
the 
mixture 
remains homogenized in­ 
stead of separating when it’s 
left standing. 
Consumer products made 
with the base probably will 
be in test markets in the U.S. 
within a year to 18 months, 
says L.W. Miles, president of 
University Patents, Inc. 
The Stamford, Conn., firm 
is licensing manufacture of 
the base which can be used 
to make a milk substitute,. 
flavored soft drinks, yogurt, 
margarine, an ice cream 
substitute with no butterfat, 
and 
bacon-flavored 
and 
onionflavored dips. 


No Cultural Hangup 
In an interview, Miles said 
its Japanese licensee plans 
to sell a powdered form of 
the base at retail but he 
doubts 
that 
American 
companies will do so. 
•They’ve 
no 
cultural 
hangup about soy products,'’ 
said Miles of the Japanese. 
He 
added 
that 
U.S. 
resistance to such a product 
is more likely to come from 
m anufacturers 
than 
the 
average consumer. 
But why seek a 
U.S. 
market at all if the new food 
was developed largely for 
emerging 
im I lo us 
that 
cannot raise enough protein 
food for their own use. 
Acceptance there depends 
on acceptance here. Miles 


said. 
“ They figure if it's not 
good enough for us, ifs not 
good enough for them. 
(E llis 
E . 
Franklin, 
assistant 
country director 
for C A R E operations in 
India, has said essentially 
the same thing of a new 
protein food the self-help 
agency is introducing there: 
(“ If you’re trying to in­ 
troduce a new, unfamiliar 
food, you pretty much have 
to use it yourself and sell the 
idea to local officials who 
will introduce it to their 
people.’’) 
Not the First 
Miles 
said 
the 
soy 
beverage base for which his 
company is seeking patents 
is not the first of its kind, but 
it is the first to be free from a 
strong, unpleasant odor and 
taste. 
He expects it to win wide 
acceptance in milk sub­ 
stitutes for infants allergic to 
dairy products and for the 70
